Sub-Constfibles in his district respec- 
tively; either for any -particular occasions^ . as they shall -occur Jrom 
time to time, or generally to be kept and used by such Constables, 
or Sub-Constables, in the execution of their offices respectively; and 
such Chief Constable shall have full power at all times to. require 
aud call in the same, or such part or parts {hereof .as he shall think 
proper, from all or any one or more of such Constables or Sub-Con- 
stables, who shall forthwith deliver the same to him accordingly. 

And be it further Enacted, That it shall and may be. Jarful for the 
Lord Lieutenant, or other Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland, in 
such-cases where he shall see fit and proper occasion so to do, to direct 
that suitable and fitting houses, with outhpu^s ?md appurtenances, 
and furniture, shall be provided for the residence of any such Chief 4 
Constable or other Constable respectively, in,. any barony or baronies 
respectively, and in such parts of any such, baronies respectively as 
shall be for that purpose specified and directed by sjuch Lord Lieutenant, 
or other Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland for the time being; 
and each and every,. Chief Constable who shall be appointed under 
this Act,, while he,. shall hold such office, shall have and receive 
a salary not exceeding by the year, and 

rateably for any. lesser period ; and every Constable and Sub-Constable 
. so appointed, shall in like manner have and receive a salary not 
exceeding by the year. 

And be it further Enacted, That every such Chief Constable and 
other Constable shall, before he shall do any act in his said office, 
take and subscribe the Oath here following; (that is to say)

“ [or, Constable or Sub-Constable, as the case may be]

tion- ofi all offerees: against the same, a,nd all offences 
“ relating; to illicit Distillation ; and that while I shall con-

“ and knowledge,, discharge, all thp dupes thereof, in, the 
“ execution of warrants, and otherwise faithfully according 
“ to law. So help me GOD.” 

And the said oath shall be administered to the Chief Constable by 
aily Magistrate for the county ; and the said oath shall be administered 
by such Chief Constable to all Constables and Sub-Constables, and 
the said oath shall in all cases be subscribed by the person taking the 
same ; and every such Chief Constable and other Constable having 
taken and subscribed the said oath, shall be to all intents and purposes 
h Constable in and for the county in which the barony or half-barony 
shall be situate to which such Chief Constable or other Constable shall 
be •appointed, and every such Chief Constable and other Constable 
'Shall have all such powers, authorities, privileges and advantages as 
any 'Cpffstable duly appointed now has or can or may have by any 
law or laws in force in Ireland. 

And be it further Enacted, That every such Chief Constable and 
other Constable shall have full power and . authority to take and appre- 
hend all offenders against any Act or Acts in force in Ireland for the 
■suppression of illicit Distillation, and to, seize, take and carry away, or 
to destroy all stills and parts of stills, worms, utensils for distilling, 

6 wash, pot-ale, low wines and singlings, and, all corn, malt and spirits 
■liable to seizure and forfeiture .under any Act or Acts i^ force .in Ire- 

■ land for the suppression or prevention of illicit Distillation; and shall 
also execute all process to him directed, for, .levying the ampunt of any 
"fine or fines which shall be imposed under any such Act or Acts, or 
• for levying the amount of any recognizances forfeited to His Majesty, 

H is- heirs- and successors, or of any fines, imposed for non-attendance 
of any jurors, witnesses, or parties, at any assizes or commission of 
Oyer and Terminer, or Gaol Delivery,, or. Session of the Peace in, the 
. county in and for which such Constables shall be appointed pursuant 
to this Act. 

And he it further Enacted, That all and every such Chief Constable 
. and other Constables so appointed as aforesaid, shall,, when required, 
attend on the Magistrates of the county at their sessions or elsewhere, 
and shall obey and execute all the lawful warrants, orders and com- 
mands- of such Magistrates ; and all Constables and Sub-Constables 

■ Shall attend and obey their respective Chief Constables ; and when any 
warrant, order, or command of any Magistrate shall be delivered or 
given to any such Constable or Sub-Constable, he shall, if the time 
will permit, shew or deliver the same to the Chief Constable under

Provided always, and be it Enacted, That when any action shall be 
brought against any Constable for any act done in obedience to the war- 
rant of any Magistrate, such Constable shall not be responsible for any 
irregularity in the issuing of such warrant, or for any want of jurisdiction 
in the Magistrate issuing the same, and such Constable may plead the 
general issue, and give such warrant in evidence ; and upon producing 
such warrant and proving that the signature thereto is the hand-writing 
of the person whose name shall appear subscribed thereto, and that 
such person is reputed to be and acts as a Magistrate of such county 
or district, (as the case may be,) and that the act or acts complained of 
were done in obedience to such warrant, the Jury who shall try the 
said issue shall find a verdict for such Constable, and such Constable 
shall recover his costs of suit.

at the least in every calendar month, inspect all the 5 
Constables and Sub-Constables in his district, and all such of the arms 
and accoutrements, horses, saddles, bridles, clothes and appointments 
aforesaid, as may be in their possession respectively, and shall at all 
opportunities make diligent enquiry as to their conduct in the business 
of their office respectively, and shall, once in every calendar 

months at the least, make a report to the Chief Secretary of the Lord 
Lieutenant, or other Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland, or in his 
absence, to the Under Secretary, and shall in such report set forth the 
name and residence of every Constable and Sub-Constable in liis 
’ district, and shall state as to each of them what his general conduct 
iu his office has been since the last preceding report, and whether in 
that time he has been guilty of any breach or omission of his duty, 
and whether he be sufficiently qualified for such office or not, and his 
age and state of health, and whether on the whole such Chief Con- 
stable considers him fit to be continued in such office or not ; and at the 
foot of every such report, there shall be an affidavit of such Chief 
Constable before a Magistrate of such county, that such report is the 
full and exact truth, according to the best of his knowledge judg- 
ment and belief. 

And be it further Enacted, That it shall and may be lawful for the 
Lord Lieutenant, or other Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland , 
from time to time, at his or their will and pleasure, to appoint under 
his or; their hand and seal, any one or more person or persons, not 
exceeding in the whole,- to be. General Snperintendants 

and Inspectors of the Chief Constables and Constables throughout 
h.f'. '£ IreUffid, 
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Ireland; or iri any part thereof, and every such person so appointed 
shalt from time to time inspect the Constables in each province; 
county, barony or district in Ireland, committed to his superinten- 
dance and inspection, and shall from time to time regulate the conduct 
and proceedings of all Chief Constables and other Constables in every 
such province, county, barony or district ; and it shall be lawful for 
such Superintendant or Inspector (with the consent and approbation 
of such Lord Lieutenant, or other Chief Governor or Governors, 
signified by his or their Chief Secretary) to frame rules, orders and 
regulations for the conduct and proceedings of such Chief Constables 
and other Constables, from time to time, and to give directions to 
such Chief Constables and other Constables for . the more effectually 
executing the duties of their office; and every Chief Constable and 
other Constable shall in all things obey and comply with such rules, 
orders, regulations and directions as shall at any time be delivered or 
given to them by such Superintendant or Inspector, under the autho- 
rity of this Act ; and a copy of all rules, orders and regulations made 
ao by any such Superintendant and Inspector, shall be laid before the 
Justices at the Quarter Sessions of the several counties, for the informa- 
tion of the Magistrates of such counties respectively ; and a copy of 
all such rules, orders and regulations, shall be transmitted by such 
Superintendant and Inspector to the Chief Constable in every barony, 
and shall on demand be produced by such Chief Constable to any 
Magistrate requiring to see the same.

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And be it further Enacted, That if any Chief or other Constable 
shall be so removed by or under any such -order, out of his or their 
proper county or barony, he or they shall, in every county where he 
or they shall at any time be in obedience to such order, be aiding 
and assisting to the Magistrates of such county, and to the Chief 
Magistrate, (if any such shall have been appointed ;) and all and every 
such Chief Constable, and other Constables who shall be so removed, 
Shall obey the orders of Such Magistrates or of such Chief Magistrate,

this Act, to his successor in such office, (if such there shall be,) and if 
not, then to such person and at such time and place as shall be directed 
by the , Lord Lieutenant, or other Chief Governor or Governors of Ire- 
land for the time being, every such person so offending, shall for

And be it further Enacted, That it shall and may be lawful to and 
for the Lord Lieutenant, or other Chief Governor or Governors of 
Ireland, whenever he or they shall think proper so to do, to order that 
any number of special Constables shall be appointed in any county 
or barony, in aid of the Constables orSub-Coi)6tables appointed under 13 
this Act, or of such of them as shall from time to time remain in such 
county or barony, and to name any number of J ustices of the Peace 
of such county whom such Lord Lieutenant or other Chief Governor 
or Governors shall think proper, for the purpose of appointing and 
swearing in such special Constables, and to direct how many of such 
special Constables shall be appointed in each town, parish or district 
specified in such order, and thereupon it shall and may be lawful to 
and for any of the Justices of the Peace so named, 

to select from the Inhabitants of such towns, parishes, baronies or 
districts respectively, such persons not being under the age of 
nor over the age of years, and not being by law 

exempted from serving the office of Constable, as they shall think 
proper; and to give notice, or cause notice to be given to such persons

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respectively, that they have been So selected, and to require them to 
attend at a day, hour and place mentioned in such notice, in order 
to be sworn in Special Constables respectively, and on such attend- 
*4 ance, to administer to such persons respectively an oath, that they 
will, while they shall continue to be such Special Constables, faithfully 
and diligently discharge the duties of the said office ; and thereupon 
such persons so sworn, shall have all the rights powers and authorities 
of Constables, and shall be Constables respectively in and for such 
eounty, and shall be subject to the orders, and shall obey the com- 
mands of the Chief Constable of the barony wherein such Special 
Constables shall be so appointed, until the Lord Lieutenant, or other

And be it further Enacted, That if any person so selected to be Penalty on 
a special Constable, and who shall not by law be. exempted from or tempted by 
incapable of .serving the office of, Constable, shall, after being duly 
served with such notice, refuse or neglect to attend .pursuant thereto, 
or to be sworn as a special Constable as aforesaid, every such person 
shall for every such offence forfeit the sum of. to be 

recovered by civil bill before the Assistant Barrister of the county, by 
any person who shall first sue for the same.

AND whereas in and by an Act made ip .the fifty-fourth year of 
the reign of his late Majesty King George the third, intituled, “ An 
“ Act to provide for the better execution of the laws in Ireland , by 
« appointing superintending Magistrates and additional Constables 
“ in counties in certain cases,” the Lord Lieutenant, or other Chief 
Governor or Governors of Ireland , is authorized and empowered, under 
the circumstances, in the said Act mentioned, to appoint Chief Magis- 
trates of Police, in manner and for the purposes in the said Act men- 
tioned ; And whereas it may frequently be necessary and expedient 
that Chief Magistrates of Police should be appointed, in case? not pro- 
vided for by the said recited Act; BE it therefore Enacted, That 
from and after the commencement of this Act, it shall and may be 
lawful to and for the Lord Lieutenant, or other Chief Governor or 
Governors of Ireland , at anytime and whenever he or they shall 
think it requisite and necessary so to do, by warrant under hand and 
seal, to appoint and at his or their pleasure to remove one or more 
Chief Magistrate or Magistrates of Police for any county at large, or 
16 for any part or district of any county, or for any district consisting 
of any parts of any two or more adjoining counties, or for any one or 
inore barony or baronies in any county, and also for any county of 
a city or county of a town in Ireland, except onjy the cpuntv of 
Dublin and the county of tlie city of Dublin. 
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And be it further Enacted, That every Chief Magistrate who shall 
be so appointed under this Act, shall, on his appointment, forthwith 
take the oaths by law required, and in such manner as such oaths are 
by law required to be taken by Justices of the Peace in Ireland , and 
he shall thereupon, to all intents and purposes, be and become a Justice 
of the Peace in and for the county or counties in and for which h« 
shall be appointed to be such Chief Magistrate as aforesaid, and also 
for each and every county at large adjoining to such his proper county, 
and shall (if there shall not be any such Chief Magistrate in such ad- 
joining county) have within such adjoining county all the authority 
necessary for the due execution of the provisions of this Act. 

And be it further Enacted, That every such Chief Magistrate as 
aforesaid shall forthwith repair to his proper county barony or district, 
and shall not depart from the same, unless in and for the immediate 
and urgent execution of the duty of his office, without the express 
permission of the Lord Lieutenant, or other Chief Governor or Go- 17 
vernors of Ireland for the time being,- signified to him in writing by 
the Chief Secratary, or in his absence, by the Under Secretary. 

And be it further Enacted, That every such Chief Magistrate in 
any county, barony or district, shall in every calendar month, 

and as much ofteuer as shall be necessary, or as he shall be required 
so to do, by any order signified by the Chief Secretary of the Lord 
Lieutenant, or other Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland for the 
time being, or in his absence by the Under Secretary, make a return 
or report in writing signed by such Chief Magistrate or Chief Officer, 
to the Office of the Chief Secretary in Dublin Castle, for the informa- 
tion of the Lord Lieutenant, or other Chief Governor or Governors of 
Ireland-, and in every such monthly return or report, there shall beset 
forth a true and accurate account of the state of such county, barony 
or district, with respect to the peace and order thereof, and to the state 
of illicit distillation therein, and with respect to all measures taken 
since the last preceding monthly return, for His Majesty’s service and 
for the public benefit in those respects; and in every special return 
which shall be so deemed necessary, or shall be required and shall he 
made in obedience to any order as aforesaid, there shall be contained 18 
a true and accurate account of every matter respecting which such 
return shall be required, or as shall be particularly specified in or by 
any such order.

speedily as the nature of each case shall admit, notices, setting forth 
the particulars of all and every examination, information or intelli- 
gence which such Justice of the Peace shall take or receive, concerning 
any offence against the peace, or against any Act or Acts for the 
prevention of illicit distillation, committed or intended to pe com- 
mitted within such county, barony or district.

together with such observations thereon as he shall think proper or fit 
to be made ; and shall also be aiding and assisting to the Chief Magis- 
trate of Police in the district of Dublin Metropolis, and to all the other 
Chief Magistrates of Police throughout Ireland , who may be Ap- 
pointed in any . of the several counties of Ireland , in the apprehending 
and bringing to justice any offender or offenders who may be in any 
county, county of a city, or county of a town in Ireland, and who 
may be suspected on accused of having committed any offence in any 
county, county of a city, or county of a town throughout Ireland ; 
and all such Chief Magistrates of Police shall correspond with each 
other, and with the Magistrates of other counties respectively, con- 
cerning all such offenders and offences, when and as it shall be 
necessary so to do. 

And be it further Enacted, That it shall and may be lawful to and 
for the Lord Lieutenant, or other Chief Governor or Governors of 
Ireland for the time being, to order that any such sum or sums as he 
or they shall think proper, shall from time to time be advanced and 
paid out of for the payment of the 

several salaries, and the purchase of arms, accoutrements, horses, bridles, 
saddles, appointments, houses, outhouses, furniture and accommoda- 22, 
tions aforesaid ; and also for all rents and taxes payable for and in 
respect of such houses and appurtenances, and for repairing all such 
houses and appurtenances from time to time, and for the forage of such 
horses, and for the expenses of the Chief Magistrates, or of any Con- 
stables .or Sub-Constables when they shall respectively be absent on 
duty from their residences under the authority of this Act, and for the 
expenses of any Special Constables appointed under the authority of 
this Act, and for all other necessary and reasonable costs charges and 
expenses in the execution of this Act; such payments to be made 
respectively to such persons, at such times, in such manner, and under 
such rules and regulations as shall from time to time be ordered and 
directed by such Lord Lieutenant, or other Chief Governor or Go- 
vernors of Ireland, and as shall be notified accordingly in the usual 
manner by the Chief Secretary, or in his absence by the Under 
Secretary. 

And be it further Enacted, That all sums levied under this Act, for 
fines in respect of illicit distillation, or for recognizances forfeited, or 
for fines imposed for non-attendance of jurors, witnesses, or parties at 
any assizes or commission of Oyer and Terminer, or Gaol Delivery, or 
Sessions of the £eace in any such county, shall, after deducting all 23 
lawful expenses attending the levying the same, be applied in manner 
hereinafter mentioned, to or towards the repayment of the sums so

And be it further Enacted, That when the Lord Lieutenant, or 
other Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland, shall, under the pro- 
visions of this Act, appoint a Chief Constable and Constables in any 2 g 
county in Ireland, a proclamation declaring the same shall thereupon 
be made by the said Lord Lieutenant, or other Chief Governor or 
Governors, which shall be notified in the Dublin Gazette, and there- 
upon the several Acts and parts of Acts hereinafter specified and set 
forth, shall be and stand repealed so far as they affect such county ;
